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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To THE Citizens oF RuMNEY:— 

My visits to your schools during the year past 
have afforded me much satisfaction, on account 
of many marked improvements I have noticed in 
most of them. Our popular maxim, “Knowledge 
is power,” contains an error, and on this error 
our system of teaching, to some extent has been 
based. ‘Teachers should not confine themselves, 
in teaching, to the few facts viven in text books. 
Show the scholar that the few disconnected ideas 
which he gains from his school books, however 
valuable they may be in themselves, are yet more 
valuable as neucleuses around which to gather 
other ideas. Assist him by talking of the. sub- 
jects treated of in his school books, and encour- 
age him to find everything he can on those sub- 
jects from his friends and from every source pos- 
sible. Awaken his interest, and make each 
study a living reality. Teach by illustration in 
every possible way. The discipline of our 
schools as a whole has been very good. It needs 
no argument to convince any one at all cognizant 
with arrangements of schools, that good order is 
very essential to success of any school; and in| 
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order to have this, there must be necessarily a 
mutual co-operation on the part of the parents 
as well as the teachers and scholars. The germ 
from which springs most of our trouble in 
schools is outside the school room. When any 
scholar becomes too large to observe strictly the 
tules and regulations necessary to the progress 
of the school, he has become too large to con- 
tinue his connection as such. Ifhe must be 
schooled, let him be placed in the school of moral 
reform. Our schools are what we make them; 
and when we make them what they should be, 
they will reflect honor upon whom honor is due. 
Too little attention is given to the ventilation of 
our school rooms. Bad air not only occasions 
physical discomfort, but it irritates} the nervous 
system, renders the mind unfit for study and the 
moral powers for obedient action and often leaves 
its effect on the child which will develop itself in 
after years. Some of our school houses are well 
supplied with means of ventilation, but several of 
them are not. I would certainly advise that this 
matter be considered in the different districts 
and some action taken that we may have good, 
wholesome air in every school room in town.
